Police Submits 1945 Report. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Frank Aboussafy, 
Councillors, Dutil, Lowe, Wilson 
and Ramsay. 

The Medical Health Officer sub¬ 
mitted his report which read: 
“Since my last report several com¬ 
plaints have been received in 
regard to garbage and ash removal. 

I have investigated several cases 
and find conditions very unsatis¬ 
factory. I realize it is a difficult 
matter to remedy this at once but 
the garbage at least.should be dealt 
with at once.” 

As a result of the MHO’s letter 
chairman of the Works and Proper¬ 
ty committee was authorized to 
interview the town ashman and 
urge that garbage and ashes 
throughout town be cleaned up as 
quickly as possible. 

Council was informed that Frank 
Horelsi, tenant in the Androshak 
property on Second street was be¬ 
hind in rent. The matter was re¬ 
referred to town solicitor Bannan. 

Council will draft a protest, 
which will be sent Donald Gordon, 
against the proposed increase of 
two cents on a gallon of gasoline. 
Council will add its voice in favor 
of the Dominion government elim¬ 
inating the three cents tax which 
the Dominion government collects 
on each gallon of gas. 

Definite agreement was reached 
to purchase a truck which will be 
built into a fire truck. The order 
was authorized., to he placed- 
through Sentinel Motors, Ford 
agents. 

Chief of Police Antle submitted 
his report for 1945.

H. J. Hcbbins, deputy sugar ad¬ 
ministrator for the prices board, said 
at Montreal that any statement that 
sugar rationing in Canada is un¬ 
necessary “is absurd”. 

Mr. Hobbins was commenting on 
a recent declaration in Ottawa by 
Ross M. Brown, acting for what he 
described in a prepared statement as 
three South American sugar inter¬ 
ests, that a shortage of sugar in 
Canada was "an economic monstros¬ 
ity” as long as surplus stocks exist in 
South America.

Good Work, Mr. Duke! 

Reading government assurance had been given 
the Pincher Creek Board of Trade that No. 3 high¬ 
way from Pincher to Crows’ Nest will be paved this 
summer we must, of necessity, pause a moment to 
say “Thank you, Mr. Duke.” 

It is our candid opinion that had not Mr. Duke, 
our M.L.A., given so much of his time in boosting 
on the floor of the Legislature and in the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways itself for a paved highway from 
Pincher to Crows’ Nest it is doubtful if it could have 
been accomplished this year purely by agitation 
from organizations in this district. 

He was fully aware of the deep resentment held 
by Pass motorists in regards to the stretch from 
Maple Leaf to Pincher Station, which had been al¬ 
lowed to deteriorate to a low point. He also knew 
that in wet weather the road became practically im¬ 
passable and that with the exception of train service 
the Pass was more or less isolated. Knowing these 
two facts and numerous others such as the scenic 
grandeur enjoyed in this part of the province he took 
the motorists’ battle to the floor of the legislature 
and won a good fight, The petitions from local, and 
district organizations for the paved highway did no 
harm, probably strengthened Mr. Duke’s hand, but 
we had to have a man to champion the battle and it 
is to Mr. Duke we give credit for winning the fight. 

We Need Board of Trade 

All towns worthy of the name have Boards of 
Trade. A Board of Trade’s constant objective is 
Progress; progress for the community and the dis¬ 
trict it serves. 

Three instances occurred this week which stress¬ 
es the importance of a Board of Trade in a town. At 
Macleod a clothing factory is located with the aid of 
the Board of Trade; at Pincher the first public an¬ 
nouncement given by the provincial government that 
the Pincher to Crows’ Nest road would be paved was 
given the Board of Trade; at Cranbrook the Board 
of Trade prepared a brief strongly supporting the 
application of the British Columbia Central Air Line 
for an airline franchise which would give air service 
to Vancouver, Penticton, Salmo, Cranbrook and 
Lethbridge. The Board of Trade’s brief was endorsed 
by the Cranbrook city council. 

If Coleman is to progress it must become alive to 
the importance of organizing a Board of Trade at 
once. We must have an organization that will bring 
together business, professional and other men in 
town who have the interests of the town at heart. 

The Crows’ Nest Pass is one of the most highly 
industrialized areas in the province, it has huge 
tracts of valuable timberland, it possesses wild game 
and fishing streams, it has scenic grandeur unsur¬ 
passed in the province, BUT IT HASN’T A VOICE. 
An energetic Board of Trade could be that voice. 

What is Behind the U. S. Strikes? 

Canadians are asking themselves the question, 
“What lies behind the U.S. strikes?” They are too 
universal and all are sprung at the same time to he 
mere coincidence. The strikes appear to come from 
a blue-print drawn up by labor during the war years. 

That they have made some gains in wage struc¬ 
tures shows that they had some grounds for com¬ 
plaint. However, to demand a 30% wage increase at 
the General Motors plants would appear to be a gi¬ 
gantic bluff and this is bourne out in some measure 
by the fact that the union has agreed to abide by 
President Truman’s Fact Finding Board which ad¬ 
vocates considerably less than the 30% demand. 

It is a ticklish problem that the American gov¬ 
ernment has to handle. Inflationary pressure is con¬ 
siderably greater in that country than in Canada. 
If labor is allowed increased wage rates then man¬ 
agement will have to boost prices, unless their profits 
are so excessive that the governmnt forbids increas¬ 
ed prices.. If prices on goods are allowed to rise, la¬ 
bor with its increased wages has made no headway. 

Here is a question we would like answered: Sup¬ 
pose the U.S. automobile manufacturers are allowed 
to increase their prices on cars will the Canadian 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board boost the price 
ceiling on these cars coming into Canada thus mak¬ 
ing Canadians pay financial trtbute to American la¬ 
bor?

residence the war years, since 1940, 

“And whereas the Alberta 
Government ceased to participate 
in the cost of unemployment relief 
and today knows that unemploy¬ 
ment is again a serious matter to 
all municipal authorities in this 
Province, 

“And whereas the Government of 
the Province of British Columbia is 
still reimbursing municipalities 80 
per cent of the amount of relief so 
paid to municipal cases and 100 
per cent of the cost of Provincial 
cases, as well as paying 50 per cent 
of the cost of medical services to 
recipients of Old Age Pensions’ 
allowances, 

“Now therefore the Council of 
the City of Calgary urges the 
Government of the Province of 
Alberta to accept its responsibility, 
and take its part in looking after 
the people, and to assume its right¬ 
ful share of the expense of 
unemployment relief on the same 
basis as the Province of British 
Columbia, viz 80 per cent of the 
cost, and to direct its efforts im¬ 
mediately in accepting and recog¬ 
nizing its responsibility in this 
regard. 

“And that copies of this resolu¬ 
tion be sent to all cities and towns 
in Alberta for endorsation.” 

Correspondence was received 
from McDonald Aviation Company 
Ltd., Edmonton, encouraging the 
organization of a flying club in 
Coleman and offering for sale a 
“Swift” plane.

Queues Form For Hours To Get 1 
Ration Of Butter 

Butter is so scarce in Durban that 
queues form at midnight, last until 
10 or 11 o’clock in the morning and 
even then the majority go away 
empty-handed. 

The butter scarcity is one of sev¬ 
eral food problems affecting South 
Africa, which is suffering from the 
most serious meat shortage in years. 
The meat scarcity is attributed by 
officials to drought, increased con¬ 
sumption and large-scale outbreaks 
of cattle diseases. 

Government authorities have made 
it an offence to have more than a 
week’s supply of butter or enough 
sugar, condensed milk, tea and rice 
for a month. Rice also is scarce. 

In Johannesburg hotel proprietors 
are finding it difficult to provide 
enough food for their resident guests. 
Butter is not available in most cases 
except for breakfast.
